Residents on a north-end street shaken 
by a blast that killed four people in a 
home explosion last June have been 
touched by death again. 

Edmonton police were called to an al¬ 
ley behind 91A Street near 180 Avenue 
NW yesterday morning after a neigh¬ 
bourhood resident discovered a body 
just before 11 a.m. 

EPS, which is already dealing with sev¬ 
en homicides in 2011, have confirmed 
the body was that of an adult female and 
are calling this a suspicious death. An au¬ 
topsy had not yet been scheduled as of 
press time. 


Residents were somewhat taken aback 
to have another crime scene on their 
street. 

“I did think, ‘What now?’” said Lynda 
Turpin at her home three doors away 
from where the body was discovered. 
“But we live in a big city. It’s not the first 
time something has happened like this 
in a neighbourhood.” 

Chris Thorne, who lives in a town- 
home neighbouring the alley, said that 
yesterday was like any other day in the 
suburban community until police came 
to talk to him in the morning. 

Thorne moved to the area after last 
summer’s explosion, but said his family 
plans to leave the neighbourhood as 
soon as his father returns from 
Afghanistan.

Algerians 
plan another 
protest 

PEACEFUL RALLY. The 

organizers of a pro¬ 
reform protest that 
brought thousands of 
Algerians onto the 
streets of the capital Al¬ 
giers over the weekend 
called yesterday for 
another rally next week.

Egypt’s military leaders 
dissolved parliament and 
suspended the constitu¬ 
tion yesterday, meeting 
two key demands of pro¬ 
testers who have been 
keeping up pressure for 
immediate steps to transi¬ 
tion to democratic, civil¬ 
ian rule after forcing 
Hosni Mubarak out of 
power. 

The military rulers who 
took over when Mubarak 
stepped down Friday and 
the caretaker government 
set as a top priority the 
restoration of security, 
which collapsed during 
the 18 days of protests 
that toppled the regime. 
The caretaker government 
held its first meeting since 
the president was ousted 
and before it began, work¬ 


ers removed a giant pic¬ 
ture of Mubarak from the 
meeting room. 

The protesters had been 
pressing the ruling mili¬ 
tary council, led by De¬ 
fence Minister Hussein 
Tantawi, to immediately 
move forward with the 
transition by appointing a 
presidential council, dis¬ 
solving the parliament 
and releasing political 
prisoners. 

The suspension of the 
constitution effectively 
puts Eg 5 ^t under martial 
law — where the military 
makes the laws and en¬ 


forces them in military tri¬ 
bunals. The ruling council 
is expected to clarify the 
issue in upcoming state¬ 
ments and the role of civil¬ 
ian courts remains 
unclear. 

The ruling council said 
it will run the country for 
six months, or until presi¬ 
dential and parliament 
elections can be held. It 
said it was forming a com¬ 
mittee to amend the con¬ 
stitution and set the rules 
for a popular referendum 
to endorse the amend¬ 
ments. 

Both the lower and up¬ 


per houses of parliament 
are being dissolved. The 
last parliamentaiy elec¬ 
tions in November and De¬ 
cember were heavily 
rigged by the ruling party, 
virtually shutting out op¬ 
position representation. 

The caretaker Cabinet, 
which was appointed by 
Mubarak shortly after the 
pro-democracy protests 
began on Jan. 25, will 
remain in place until a 
new Cabinet is formed — 
a step that is not expected 
to happen until after elec¬ 
tions. The ruling council 
reiterated that it would 
abide by all of Egypt’s in¬ 
ternational treaties agreed 
in the Mubarak era, most 
importantly the 1979 
peace treaty with Israel.

Man charged after 
killing rampage 
in New York City 


A man accused of going on 
a 28-hour stabbing ram¬ 
page through New York 
City shouted that he was 
the victim of a “setup” as 
he was led from a police 
station yesterday. 

Maksim Gelman was 
awaiting arraignment in 
Brookl 5 m on charges that 
he hacked three people to 
death, then stalked the 
city for more than a day, 
attacking innocent 

strangers, hijacking vehi¬ 
cles and killing a pedestri¬ 
an with a car. 

A group of Brookl 5 m res¬ 
idents taunted Gelman 
from the sidewalk as he 
was escorted out of a po¬ 
lice precinct to court. 

Gelman 23, yelled back, 
cursing and yelling as he 
was led to a vehicle. He 
wore a white jumpsuit, is¬ 
sued after his bloody cloth¬ 


ing was seized as evidence. 

He faces multiple 
charges, including four 
counts of murder, one 
count of attempted mur¬ 
der and robbeiy and as¬ 
sault charges. 

Police said Gelman’s 
terror spree ended Satur¬ 
day morning after he was 
captured in dramatic fash¬ 
ion on a subway train be¬ 
neath Times Square. After 
dodging officers by dash¬ 
ing across the tracks, Gel¬ 
man reportedly pounded 
on the door of the com¬ 
partment of a moving 
train and demanded that 
the driver let him in. 

Then he turned and at¬ 
tacked a passenger, stab¬ 
bing him in the head 
before two police officers 
on the train sprang to the 
man’s aid.

“I believe in personal lib¬ 
erty, even if I find some ex¬ 
pressions of personal liberty 
a bit peculiar. I don’t think 
we should be regulating 
what people wear, but 
when a citizen comes to 
deal with the government, 
particularly to exercise 


their right to vote, I think 
it’s entirely reasonable that 
we say we need to confirm 
who you are, and a facial 
identification is a reason¬ 
able way of doing that.” 

Kenney is the first cabi¬ 
net minister to express sup¬ 
port of the bill. Gurrently, 
voters are not forced to 
show their faces.

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Economy not 
aU doom and 
gloom: Analysts 


O Experts go out on a limb and forecast higher GDP 
than prevailing view O Job numbers could perk up 


The vast majority of econo¬ 
mists see Canada experi¬ 
encing modest growth this 
year, with little improve¬ 
ment in the job rate. That’s 
the widely held view of the 
International Monetary 
Fund, the Bank of Canada 
and most private-sector 
economists. But it’s not the 
universal opinion. 

A few analysts believe 
Canadians will have a 
much better year than 
most think. The Royal 
Bank, Merrill Lynch Canada 
and others make the case 
for a much stronger econo¬ 
my in the next few years. If 
true, it would change the 
prevailing assumptions on 
everything from jobs and 
interest rates to govern¬ 


ment deficits. 

*‘Rose<oloured glasses 
or clearer vision?” Royal 
Bank economists recently 
asked of their top-of-class 
forecast that Canada’s 
gross domestic product will 
grow by a relatively robust 
3.2 per cent this year. That 
would translate into the 
creation of 324,000 jobs, 
about 100,000 more than 
many others think likely. 

Contrast that with the 
Bank of Canada, which 
forecasts growth of 2.4 per 
cent, and other analysts 
who predict an even more 
modest 1.8 percent. 

Despite the gap, econo¬ 
mists see the future unfold¬ 
ing pretty much in the 
same way. Canadian hous-

ing will slow, tapped out 
consumers will play a mi¬ 
nor role in supporting out¬ 
put and government 
spending will turn nega¬ 
tive as stimulus is phased 
out.

Excess 
confusion 
brings 
tax bill 


A single ill-chosen word on 
the Canada Revenue 
Agency website appears to 
have compounded 
confusion about a popular 
tax shelter that left; 72,000 
people with unexpected 
tax notices last year. 

Bureaucrats used the 
phrase “excess 
contributions” to describe a 
situation in which 
someone puts too much 
money into their Tax-Free 
Savings Account. 

But Canadians using 
Google to find information 
about TFSA limits typically 
type “over-contribution,” 
an internal study conclud¬ 
ed — a phrase not then 
found on CRA web pages. 

As a result, many did not 
know all the rules before 
they filed their returns.

Like a frigid breeze off the 
St. Lawrence, Arcade Fire 
froze a wild 53rd Grammy 
Awards gala dead in its 
tracks last night. 

After losing out on two 
lesser awards, the Montreal 
rockers stunned a Staples 
Center audience filled with 
the some of the world’s 
biggest stars by claiming 
the night’s top prize: album 
of the year. 

When the award was an¬ 
nounced, bowled-over lead 
singer Win Butler fell to his 
knees. 

“What the hell?” he said, 
probably summing up the 
feeling of many in atten¬ 
dance. “I just want to say 
thank you, merci, to Mon¬ 
treal, (Quebec, for taking us 
and giving us a home and a 
place to be in a band.” 

Still stunned, he then 
swore before adding: “I 
can’t believe it, we won. 
Merci Montreal!” 

It was the final surprise 
in a Grammy ceremony 
that was absolutely packed 
with them. 

Countiy crossover outfit 
Lady Antebellum nabbed a 
leading five trophies, but 
their haul was overshad¬ 


owed by many other mo¬ 
ments in the 2M hour tele¬ 
cast. 

This was a Grammys in 
which Lady Gaga swore on 
live TV, David Letterman 
provided laughs with a top 
10 list that poked jabs at 
many in attendance and 
Aretha Franklin was one of 
a series of legacy artists 
who was honoured with a 
heartfelt tribute. 

Neil Young finally won a 
Grammy for his music, 
leading nominee Eminem 


was only a footnote on the 
night overall and an upstart 
band of indie-rockers from 
Montreal won the biggest 
music award in the world. 

They had been up for 
two other prizes earlier in 
the day, but lost out to the 
Black Keys for both alterna¬ 
tive music album and best 
rock performance by a duo 
or group with vocals and 
thus seemed dead in the 
water in the night’s biggest 
categoiy.

What do you do if your 
lover snores or twitches?

These types of 
habits that keep people 
awake are more common 
than you may think. 

The Better Sleep Coun¬ 
cil, funded by the mattress 
industry, surveyed 1,000 
Americans in 2007 and 
found one in three say 
their partner’s sleep habits 
affect their own sleep. 

But, say designers and 
therapists, there are plenty 
of creative solutions to 
such problems. 

“I’m a hopeless roman¬ 
tic,” says Christopher 
Grubb a designer from 
Beverly Hills, Calif., who

Snoring, he says, is a 
common problem among 
his clients, and one found 
relief with an anti-snoring 
pillow from Sona, one of 
several companies that of¬ 
fer pillows designed to 
help prevent snoring by 
keeping the airway open. 
Grubb also suggests 


sheets with a high thread 
count to maximize com¬ 
fort, a mid-weight com¬ 
forter to balance different 
temperature preferences, 
and beds that cater to part¬ 
ners’ different needs. 

Sometimes that can 
mean two mattresses 
placed side by side. 

For example, Leggett & 
Platt offers a bed base 
called the Prodigy. Imagine 
two hospital beds side by 
side, each of which can be 
raised and lowered inde¬ 
pendently, plus a massage 
feature that can be used as 
a silent alarm in the morn¬ 
ing. Each partner has a 
separate mattress and can 
choose firmness. 

Going to this extra ef¬ 


fort is worth it, says Tina B. 
Tessina, a psychotherapist 
who blogs as Dr. Romance. 

“Sleeping apart can con¬ 
tribute to the disconnect 
that plagues many rela¬ 
tionships. It just makes it 
easier to avoid each other, 
when what’s really needed 
is connection and con¬ 
tact,” Tessina said. 

Barbara Bartlein, a clini¬ 
cal psychotherapist in Mil¬ 
waukee, Wis., said that 
sleep is important but so is 
the connection from sleep¬ 
ing together. 

“The key is you must al¬ 
so take the time for physi¬ 
cal closeness and intimacy. 

“Many couples start the 
night together and then 
move apart if one person is

My baby lotion is labeled paraben, petroleum 
and phthalate-free. But, the label also lists 
parfum. Could this be a natural 
parfum or are there hidden chemicals in my 
baby lotion? Diane Fa bb rid no of Calgary 


Y ou’re not 

alone. Lots of 
people trying 
to avoid 
harmful 
chemicals — 
like parabens, 
petrolatum and 
phthalates — are 
stumped when they run 
into parfum or fragrance 
on a label. The truth is 
we as consumers (and 
moms) don’t know 
what’s in parfum. 

When the David Suzu¬ 
ki Foundation invited 
Canadians to read the la¬ 
bels on their personal 
care products and look 
for a “dirty dozen” harm¬ 
ful ingredients, parfum 
was the one most 
commonly found — in 56 
per cent of the products 
entered. And like you, 62 
per cent of the 6,200 peo¬ 
ple who took our survey 
were already carefully 
reading ingredient lists. 

Parfum is a code word 
that can represent any 
number of unspecified 
fragrance chemicals. 

Over 3,000 chemicals are 
used as fragrances, but 
manufacturers are not re¬ 
quired by law to disclose 
them. In other words, 
there’s no way you can 
tell which of those 3,000- 
plus chemicals are in the 
parfum in your baby lo¬ 
tion from reading the la¬ 
bel. Call or write the 
manufacturer. Eveiy 


Over 3,000 
chemicals are used 
as fragrances, but 
manufacturers are 
not required by law 
to disclose them. In 
other words, there’s 
no way you can tell 
which of those 
3 >ooo-plus 
chemicals are in the 
parfum in your 
baby lotion from 
reading the label.

Oilers go meekly 
in shutout loss

The Anaheim Ducks didn’t 
have to do too much to 
keep their road winning 
streak intact. 

Jonas Hiller got his fifth 
shutout of the season and 
Bobby Ryan had a pair of 
goals as the Ducks finished 
a perfect four-game road 
trip last night with a 4-0 
victoiy over the lowly Ed¬ 
monton Oilers. 

“Shot-wise it might have 
been one of the easiest 
shutouts of my career,” said 
Hiller, who now has 11 for 
his career. “But not getting 
a whole lot of shots does 
sometimes make it tougher 
to stay focused. They did 
have a couple of chances.” 

Teemu Selanne and 
Brandon McMillan also 
scored for the Ducks (32-21- 
4), who have won four in a 
row and six of the last sev¬ 
en. 

The last-place Oilers (16- 
32-8) have dropped three in 
a row, 12 of their last 14 
and haven’t won at home 
since Jan. 6. Edmonton is 
now 7-17-4 at home, and 0- 
6-1 in their last seven 
games at Rexall Place. 

“This is the first game, I 
think, that we have only 
mustered 12 shots,” said 
Oilers forward Dustin Fen¬ 
ner. “Obviously you are not 
going to win if that hap¬ 
pens. But there were other 
issues to woriy about other 
than the shot total 
tonight.” 

Oilers head coach Tom 
Renney was left shaking his 
head after the match. 

“Nothing surprises me 
with this squad right now,” 



he said. “We’re talking 
about mental toughness 
now. We have people that 
should be out there fight¬ 
ing for their jobs in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League that 
needed to do more. We 
have others that have es¬ 
tablished themselves in the 
league that needed to take 
on some leadership. 

“We had a team play 
poorly in front of a young 
goaltender who has been 
really good for us this year. 
They let him down.” 

It didn’t take long for 
the Ducks to get on the 
scoreboard, putting their 
second shot of the game 
past Oilers starter Devan 
Dubnyk just 34 seconds in¬ 
to the contest.

It was another bad start 
for the Oilers, who allowed 
goals on the first two shots 
they faced against Ottawa 
on Saturday with Nikolai 
Khabibulin in net to stretch 
his winless streak to 14 
games, the Canadian press
